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DETAILED ACTION 
Status 

1. Upon review of the amendment submitted 8/26/05 it deemed that an election/restriction is 
required. Any inconvenience to the applicant is regretted. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Newly submitted claims 1-18 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: The applicant added new claims 
2-18 which have limitations which were not originally part of the original invention. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 6-18 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a 
non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-5 are drawn to a system for executing user-definable events triggered 
through geolocational data describing zones of influence classified in class 
701/207, 208. 

II. Claims 12-18 are drawn to a system for building a user-customizable cartridge for 
use with a wireless computing device classified in class 701/216; 340/3 23 R, 
286.02. 
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III. Claims 6-11 are drawn to a method for executing user-definable events triggered 
through geolocational data describing zones of influence, classified in class 340/825.47; 455/306, 
457. 

IV. Claims 19-26 are drawn to a method for building a user-customizable cartridge 
for use with a wireless computing device, classified in class 455/414.2, 414.3. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

4. Inventions (III/IV) and (I/II) are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as 
claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as 
claimed can be made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the 
instant case the product (cartridge) as claimed can be made by another and materially different 
process. That is instead of building a template of a cartridge based on user instructions, the 
template of the cartridge can be built based on user instructions and a software on a computer. 

5. Inventions (II) and (I) are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced 
by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used 
to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the 
apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. That is 
instead of using the system as claimed for executing user-definable events triggered through 
geolocational data, the system as claimed can be used for practicing a navigation process. 

6. Inventions (III) and (IV) are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
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separately usable. In the instant case, invention (IV) has separate utility such as in compiling a 
cartridge template into a cartridge script. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

7. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

8. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement is to be complete and must include 
an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143). 

9. Claims 1-5 are active in the case. As necessitated by the applicant's new amended claims 
1-5, an election of species is required. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect one of the following disclosed species 
for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 



held to be allowable. Currently no claims are generic.

10. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(i).
